Rabbi Ungar was in Is­ 
rael from 1960 to 1963 as 
the first rabbinic represen­ 
tative in Israel of the World 
Union for Progressive Ju­ 
daism. He guided the devel­ 
opment of a liberal Jewish 
religious expression in the 
State of Israel and founded 
and was the pioneer Rabbi 
of several reform congrega­ 
tions. He coordinated and 
participated in the writing 
and publishing of the first 
reform prayerbook printed 
In Hebrew in the modern 
State of Israel. While in Is­ 
rael, Rabbi Ungar met and 
married Mrs. Ungar, a Sav- 
ra or native-born Israeli.
